You don’t even have to paste 
up stamps. You simply use cash 
rezister tapes from supermarkets 
participating in the plan as part 
payment for TV sets, washing 
machines, etc. 


Suppose you want to buy a 


$300 refrigerator. You take your 
rezister tapes from the super- 
market sponsoring the plan to 
an appliance dealer participat- 
ing in the program. You agree, 
for example, to pay $10 a month. 


If your supermarket purchases 


are, say, $30 a week, your cash | 


register tapes have a premium 
vaiue of $7.15 a month. Thus, in 
this example, you would need 
pay only $2.85 in cash every 
month for your refrigerator, in 
addition to your register tapes. 


THIS IS a very alluring gim- 
mick. It sounds a!most like 
something for nothing, and the 
public is going for it in a big 
way. Other appliance manufac- 
turers are considering it. 

But this department considers 
this new plan to be as potenti- 
ally dangerous as it is enticing. 
If you buy $130 worth of food 
and other supermarket mer- 
chandise, your cash_ register 
tapes would have a premium 
value of $7.15 or about 5% per 
cent of the cost of your pur- 


demption, which is about all, or | 


a little more, than trading 
stamps are usually worth. For 
example, a customer who buys 
$100 of goods and then presents 
the register tapes to the store 
gets back $2 in cash. 

In one survey, this department 
found that a major chain giving 
stamps charged about 2 per cent 
more for food on the average 
than another that does not give 
stamps. This difference in cost 
just about equalled the premium 
value of the stamps. 


HOWEVER, the chain offering 
stamps turned out to be approxi- 


mately equal in values to a third | 
chain that does not give stamps. | 


So in this case, the stamps did 
represent a saving. 

In some cases, trading stamps 
have some value, as when most 
,stores or dealers in 
charge much the same prices for 
the same goods. For example, 
this sometimes happens in the 
drug business, where so-called 
“Fair Trade” laws often bar 
druggists from reducing prices. 
In that case, a druggist who does 
give stamps is giving you a bit 
of a price advantage.

THE CONSUMER “is _ being 
viewed and wooed from all 
sides,” according to Helen Ewing 
Nelson, consumer counsel to 
Governor Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown. 


But what happened to the 
traditional rights that con- 
sumers have had in principle 
and law for centuries? 


Here are some of Mrs. Nelson’s 
comments on these rights today, 
as she gave them before the 
Second Annual Consumer Pro- 
tection Conference of the Mich- 
igan Attorney General’s Office. 


EXAMINATION: This right 


,remains relatively unimpaired 


when buying clothing. But su- 
permarket pre-packaging robs 
the consumer of the right to 
examine much of the food he 
purchases. 


“A clear, readable, accurate 
statement of ingredients helps 
preserve this right,’ Mrs. Nelson 
said. 


Such a statement should in- 
clude a description of the stand- 
ard government grade and an 
exact, reliable and readable 
description of quantity. 

Up to $1 out of every $10 we 
spend in the supermarket goes 
for packages, Mrs. Nelson said. 
So we should expect packages to 
perform this function. But often 
about all they do is dazzle the 
buyer! 


PRICE PER POUND: The con- 
sumer should have the right to 
ascertain the price in terms of 
measure, weight or count. 


But confusion reigns in the 
supermarket! 


Mrs. Nelson told about an ex- 
periment by her office in which 
five brands of instant mashed 
potatoes were bought, each at 
around 30 cents a package. 

“When we managed to find 
the contents statement and cal- 


,culated the price per pound,” 


she said, “the cost ranged from 
80 cents to $1 per pound.”

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Church council asks Kennedy |CLC protest on tax 
ban on housing discrimination 


The Oakland Council of 
Churches ‘has’ asked President 
Kennedy to issue an order: pro- 
hibiting discrimination in all 
— of federally assisted ‘Hous- 
ng. 

Calling upon “individal 
Christians. and member 
churches” to write the President, 
the council said both, the Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms 
of 1960 are committed to such 
an order. 

The council also referred to 
a statement by Kennedy during 
the campaign that he would 
issue the order if elected. 

Passage of the church-council 
resolution was upon recommen- 
dation of its Social Action De- 
partment, which said: 

“Discrimination continues to 
be the rule in most of the hous- 
ing built with the assistance of 
the federal government. 

e “Less than 2 per cent of 
the new homes insured by FHA 
and VA have been available to 


nonwhite families. Builders con- | 


tinue to receive federal aid for 
the construction of new ‘all- 
white’ subdivisions. 

e@ “Federal urban renewal is 
resulting in new segregated 
housing, often replacing pres- 
ently integrated districts... . 


Six Contra Costa 
locals form JAC 


Six local unions in Contra 
Costa County have formed a 
Joint Action Committee for mu- 
tual aid, protection and repre- 
sentation. 

They include five locals of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees 
and Contra Costa Teachers 866 
(American Federation of 
Teachers). 

The group has a constitu- 
tion, per capita tax and has

(The AFLCIO has called for 
a presidential order banning 
discrimination in federally as- 
sisted housing. AFLCIO Presi- 
dent George Meany urged such 
an order in recent testimony 
— a congressional commit- 

ee.)

Building permits, including 
alterations and repairs, totalled 
577 in Oakland during Novem- 
ber.

For the first 11 months of

Members of the American Fed- 
eration of Television and Radio 
Artists (AFTRA) and National 
Association of Broadcast Em- 
ployees and Technician‘s 
(NABET) have been on strike 
nearly 15 months. 

The unions won two recent 
court victories, upholding their 
right to distribute leaflets. The 
latest case involved the right to 
distribute handbills in front of 
a retail store which was adver- 
tising on Channel 10.

Responsibility law 
for aged liberalized 


Children of older persons re- 
ceiving state aid will have their 
financial responsibility consider- 
ably liberalized under a new law 
which becomes effective Jan. 1. 

New limits have been approved 
by the State Social Welfare 
Board, of which Arthur R. Hell- 
ender, assistant secretary of the 
Central Labor Council, is a 
member. 


Here are the changes, as listed 
by Labor’s Community Report, 
Northern California AFLCIO 
Community Services publication: 

@ A single person must.earn 
$401 — instead of $201 —. before 
being required to contribute. 

e The dependent exemption 
has been changed from $50 to 
$200 a month. 

For example, a grown son 
with a wife and three children 
could earr $1,000 a month with- 
out being held liable for his 
parents’ support. 


@ The scale of contributions 
will jump up by $50 steps, in- 
stead of $25. 

@ The husband or wife of the 
person getting aid can have a 
net income of $200 a month 
without having it considered as 
community property. 

@ Some responsibilities have 
been taken away from boards of 
supervisors to make the admin-' . 
istration of the law more uni- 
form throughout the state. 

@ The adult child (minor chil- 
dren are not required to con- 
tribute) can appeal decisions on 
the amount of contribution he | 
or she is required to make.

hour highlighted the past year’s 
activities of Electrical Workers 
595. 

The contract was signed in 
June with the National Elec- 
trical’ Contractors Assn., repre- 
senting’ electrical contractors in 
Alameda County. Approximately 
800 union members working in 
the construction industry. are 
covered by its provisions, which 
| went into effect July 1. 

Most immediate benefits to 
union members was a wage in- 
crease of 17 cents per hour on 
July 1, plus 5 cents in health and 
welfare benefits, and a 3 cent 
contribution to the industry 
fund for apprentice training and 
promotion. 

In addition, the contract pro- 
vides for a further 15 cent wage 
increase on June 1, 1962, plus 2 
cents to the industry fund; a 15 
cent wage increase on September 
1, 1962; and a 10 cent wage in- 
crease on January 1, 1963. 

The union has 1 765 members 
working in the building trades, 
neon sign industry, motor shop 
repair, marine industries, fixture 
manufacturing and switchboard 
manufacturing. 

Also in effect on July 1 was a 
new contract with the NorCal 
Outdoor Advertising Co, (neon) 
covering 90 members. The one 
year pact provided for a 17 cent 
wage hike plus an additional 5 
cents for health and welfare.

NLRB Regional Director Roy 
Hoffman ruled that the NLRB 
cannot act on the unfair labor 
practice charges they have filed 
against the union.

|of the union and not covered 
by the NLRB. 

John J. King of Oakland said 
Hoffman’s ruling will be ap- 
pealed to the general counsel of 
the NLRB in Washington, D.C.

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AFLCIO moves slowly 
ahead on several fronts 


Some progress was made on a number of important fronts 
at the AFLCIO convention, which ended in Miami Beach, 
Florida, last week. “ 

Many will say: “Yes, progress was made, but not enough. 
We agree. Yet—reading convention reports and commentaries 
3,000 miles away—we feel that the AFLCIO is more unified 
than ever. A large share of the credit goes to the result of the 
new policy on jurisdictional disputes. The seams may have been 
strained a little during the in-fighting on the convention floor 
and, particularly, behind the scenes. The traditional differences 
between the craft unions and industrial unions were cast for 
a day or two beneath the cold, brutal light of public opinion. 
But the compromise which emerged has a somewhat better 
chance, we feel, of making the AFLCIO marriage last than 
what we had to work with before. 

The crux of the plan lies in the enforcement machinery. 
The first step is mediation. If mediation fails, an impartial 
umpire will enter the picture. Unions which disagree with the 
umpire’s ruling may appeal to the AFLCIO Executive Council. 
A permanent subcommittee of the Executive Council will hear 
the appeal; it may agree with the umpire and make the decision 
final, or it may refer the case to the entire Executive Council. 
In this case, the ruling of the Executive Council is final. a 

Violators are subject to AFLCIO “sanctions.” This means 
they can be barred from using AFLCIO machinery for settle- 
ment of other disputes, as well as all other services or facilities 
of the federation. In addition, the AFLCIO may then move in 
and help the union which suffers from the aggression. The plan 
specifically prohibits affiliated unions from taking such disputes 
to court. 

As we said, the plan may not be ideal, it may not have 
enough teeth in it. But it is better than the former no-raiding 
agreement, and it should be given a fair trial. 

We were especially glad to hear that the spirit of coopera- 
tion (only the International Typographical Union dissented) 
produced another result: The International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and the Communications Workers of 
America announced agreement on alleged IBEW “raiding” of 
CWA telephone worker units. Included were some in the Bay 
Area. 
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AFLCIO unity was strengthened by two other events at 
the convention: 

¢ Delegates reaffirmed their strong stand against corrup- 
tion. They said any union which has been kicked out for 
corruption must prove it has cleaned house before it can be 
readmitted to the AFLCIO. 

e To a lesser degree, perhaps, the AFLCIO declared its 
opposition to racial discrimination in all walks of life, including 
unions, 

The settlement on racial discrimination in unions was defi- 
nitely a compromise. After a abortive floor fight—which may 
have been the result of a misunderstanding between AFLCIO 
President George Meany and A. Philip Randolph of the Broth- 
erhood of Sleeping Car Porters—things were patched up. 

The censure of Randolph for his strong June report on 
union discrimination was pigeonholed with a mild tap on the 
wrist. 

The resolution on civil rights adopted was—as Randolph 
admitted—the strongest so far. But it does nothing about Ran- 
dolph’s suggestion that discriminating unions be kicked out 
of the AFLCIO, just as corrupt and Communist-dominated 
union are. Nor does it provide for “sanctions,” as the jurisdic- 
tional peace plan does. 

Efforts of some former CIO leaders to strengthen the 
resolution on the floor of the convention were voted down. As 
it stands, the resolution calls for a long list of reforms and 
procedures for making unions abide by them. But the only 
teeth in the final step is that the Executive Council may take 
“appropriate action.” 

Much publicized in the local press was the fact that Presi- 
dent Kennedy and Secretary of Labor Goldberg asked the 
AFLCIO to “hold the line’ on wages. They also came out 
against a shorter work week. 

Both the President and his Ssecretary of Labor did a little 
fence-straddling. They said it was OK to increase wages if they 
followed increases in productivity. 

But both apparently are victims of the management propa- 
ganda that higher wages alone cause inflation. As we have 
pointed out repeatedly in these columns, this just.isn’t so, And 
we were glad when the AFLCIO showed its militant side and 
refused to go along with the Kennedy Administration “team” 
on this point.

UNION LABEL AND SERVICE TRADES DEPT £ 


DR. KING: LABOR, NEGRO 
SHARE COMMON DREAM 


The following is an excerpt 
from the address of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., Negro integra- 
tion leader, before the AFLCIO 
convention in Miami Beach: 

“How can labor rise to the 
heights of its potential states- 
manship and cement its bonds 
with Negroes to their mutual 
advantage?” 

First: Labor should accept the 
logic of its special position with 
respect to Negroes and the 
struggle for equality. Although 
organized labor has taken ac- 
tions to eliminate discrimina- 
tion in its ranks, the standard 
for the general community. Your 
conduct should and can set an 
example for others, as you have 
done in other crusades for social 
justice. You should root out 
vigorously every manifestation 
of discrimination so that some 
internationals, central labor 
bodies or locals may not be- 
smirch the positive accomplish- 


‘}ments of labor. I am aware this 


is not easy nor popular—but the 
8 hour day was not popular nor 
easy to achieve. Nor was out- 
lawing anti-labor injunctions. 
But you accomplished all of 
these with a massive will and 
determination. Out of such 
struggle for democratic rights 
you won both economic gains 
and the respect of the country, 
and you will win both again if 
you make Negro rights a great 
crusade. 

“Second: The political 
strength you are going to need 
to prevent automation from be- 
coming a moloch, consuming 
jobs and contract gains, can be 
multiplied if you tap the vast 
reservoir of Negro political 
power. Negroes given the vote, 
will vote liberal and labor be- 
cause they need the same liberal 
legislation needs. To give just 
an example of the importance 
of the Negro vote to labor, I 
might sight the arresting fact 
that the only state in the South 
which repealed the right to work 
law is Louisana. This was 
achieved because the Negro 
vote in that state grew large 
enough to become a balance of 
power, and it went along with 
labor to wipe out anti-labor 
legislation. Thus, support to as- 
sist us in securing the vote can 
make the difference between 
success and defeat for us both. 
You have organizing experieince 
we need and you have an ap- 
paratus unparalleled in the na- 
tion, You recognized five years 
ago a moral opportunity and re- 
sponsibility when several of your 
leaders, including Mr. Meany, 
Mr. Dubinsky, Mr. Reuther and 
Mr. MacDonald and others, pro-

jected a two-million dollar cam- 
paign to assist the struggling 
fighting bitterly in 


the South. A $10,000 contribution 
was voted by the ILGWU to 
begin the drive, but for reasons 
unknown to me, the drive was 
never begun. The cost to us in 
lack of resources during these 


| turbulent, violent years, is hard 


to describe. We are mindful that 
many unions thought of as im- 
morally rich, in truth have 
problems in meeting the budget 
to properly service their mem- 
bers. So we do not ask that you 
tax your treasuries. Instead, we 
ask that you appeal to your 
;members for one dollar apiece 
to make democracy real for 
millions of deprived American 
citizens. For this you have the 
experience, the organization and 
most of all, the understanding. 

“If you would do these two 
things now in this convention— 
resolve to deal effectively with 
discrimination and provide fi- 
nancial aid for our struggle in 
the South—this convention will 
have a glorious moral deed to 


add to an illustrous history.

“The two most dynamic and 
cohesive liberal forces in the 
country are the labor movement 
and the Negro freedom move- 
ment, Together we can be 
architects of democracy in a 
South now rapidly industrializ- 
ing. Together we can re-tool the 
political structure of the South, 
sending to Congress steadfast 
liberals who, joining with those 
from Northern industrial States, 
will extend the frontiers of 
democracy for the whole Na- 
tion. Together we can bring 
about the day when there will 
be no separate identification of 
Negroes and labor. There is no 
intrinsic difference as I have 
tried to demonstrate. Differences 
have been contrived by outsiders 
who seek to impose disunity by 
dividing brothers because the 
color of their skin has a differ- 
ent shade. I look forward con- 
fidently to the day when all 
who work for a living will be 
one with no thought to their 
separateness as Negroes, Jews, 
Italians or any other distinc- 
tions.

More than 50 Berkeley wome 
have joined together with man 
others in the East Bay to en- 
courage householders across the 
nation to return the proposed 
fallout shelter pamphlets to 
President Kennedy with a note 
asking for a more positive ap- 
proach to world problems. We 
have formed ourselves into an 
ad hoc committee to create as 
much notice and discussion of 
our project as possible. 

The motivation for our project 
arises from our common unease 
over the fact that the survival 
of our individual families, our 
cities, and our nation has in- 
creasingly become a topic for 
debate. None of us believe that 
digging a hole in the ground 
with the tenuous hope for sur- 
vival will solve in any construc- 
tive manner our current political 
tension. Shelters only raise new 
problems, but do not appropri- 
ately solve any of the existing 
ones. Therefore, we reject the 
push by our government for fall- 
out shelters. 

It is our hope that if sufficient 
numbers of the pamphlets are 
returned in a stamped envelope 
to President Kennedy, The 
White House, Washington, D.C., 
it will serve as a notice of our 
desire for peace and as an in- 
dication that we do not accept 
the unrealism encouraged by 
shelter building programs.
